Their
temuper has been that of chstroclionisis,
peenlinrly offensive to the Chileans, who
are disposed to resent sproad eacleism.

The Murder of the Americans.

“Caneerning the murder of two Ameriean
seamen, Uspiain Schler knew of the feeling
srzinst the United States on account of the
Itata affair, the Quintero expedition and
the incident of the cable eatting. Whether
the feeling was justifierd ar not, he should
not have ignored is. The Consul advised
kim to keep the men aboard.

“Om October 16 leave was givern for 117
men to go ashore.  Sailors alway: make for
the worse sections of the eity, where drink-
ing invariably leads to rows and arresis
In view of the prejudice existing against
Americans it was highly indiscreet in Cap-
tain Schier to land his men. Considering
the unfortunate tendency of the Latin rices
to draw knives treacheronsly when Anglo-
SQaxons would resort to fistienffs, it is =ur-
priing that mare were not injured. Lvery
hoporable Chilean deplores the afluir, even
if he thinks it was provoked by Schley's in-
discretion. Such troubles are” not of rare
ocourrence, and their canses are osnifest.””

“The note of the judge, forwarded to
Captain Schley on November 20, calls his
attention to the fact that 1wo of the seamen,
who presented themselves as witnesses at
the hearing, were intoxicated, and one had
to be earried out of court.

A Eeason for Presdng the Claims.

Tt is street 1alk here that the real object
in pressing the claimsis to influence ex-
change.
